DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 9- 
12, 21-23, and 27-40 directed to different species non-elected without traverse. 
Accordingly, claims 9-12, 21-23, and 27-40 been cancelled. 

In the claims: 

Cancel claims 9-12, 21-23, and 27-40. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8, 15-20, and 41-45 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to claims to claims 1, 4, 7, 15, and 19, none of the references alone or 
in combination discloses calculating an average value during a focus-on; if a focus drop 
occurs after the focus-on and focus search is performed again by adding the sine wave 
and the average value; and performing a focus search based on the average value. 

Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 8, 16-18 depends on claims above, therefore, are allowed for 
the same reason. 

Claims 20 and 41-45 has been indicated allow in the last office action. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
